Doctor Benjamin Franklin 

Three hundred years ago William Penn was granted a charter in 1682 and founded a 
colony in America called “Penn’s Woods.” But, the man I would like to bring to your at¬ 
tention was a runaway lad from Boston, who came to the “City of Brotherly Love” in 1723 
As the year 1983 comes in we, in Philadelphia, will be celebrating the arrival of Dr 
* ranMin 260 years ago. As you continue to read you too will be honoring the man who did 
so much for his adopted city in colonial times. 

The Kid as he was referred to in those early days, was born January 17th 1706 of 
parents who emigrated from England in 1685. His father was an artisian, Josiah Franklin 
who raised a family of sixteen children. After only two years of schooling, young Ben had 
been apprenticed to an older brother, who ran a print shop; and frequently beat him up 
So at 17 he ran away to Philadelphia, with only a dollar in his pocket. When he arrived 
here in 1723, he was seen walking down High Street (now Market) with a loaf of bread un¬ 
der one arm, by a young lady named Deborah Read; who winked at him from her door-

on our 13* stamps and two dollar notes. 

For the benefit of the reader who was not alive, or who does not remember what hap¬ 
pened at the Franklin Institute located on the Benjamin Franklin Parkway (Philadelphia) 
on January 17th, 1967, let me refresh your memory. The date was the 261st anniversary of 
Ben’s birth. The light from the star Gamma Andromeda was used to light 261 candles on a 
cake to celebrate the occasion, because Franklin discovered electricity. Light travels at 
the rate of 186,000 miles per second, so the distance is measured in light years. The star 
was 261 light-years from earth, so the light that left the star in 1706 finally reached the 
telescope at the Franklin Institute in 1967, and the static set up when the light crossed ear¬ 
th’s atmosphere, was used to trip the electric relay which lighted the candles on the cake. 

If you are ever in Philadelphia don’t miss the opportunity to see the following places of 
interest. Ben is buried in the Christ Church Cemetery at 5th and Arch Streets. There 
visitors throw pennies on his gravesite in tribute to the man who said: “A Penny saved is 
a Penny earned.” Also close by on Arch Street and back of the new Philadelphia Mint 
(1964) is a huge bust of Franklin, 16 feet tall made of fiberglass and covered with 80,000 
bright copper Lincoln cents. Perchance you are ever able to see any of the following pieces: 
Fugio Cent, continental Dollar, or one of Ben’s own-printed Colonial currencies, look for 
the quote: “Mind Your Own Business.” 

How many of us would be brave enough to write our own epitaph? He did; as follows: 

“The body of Benjamin Franklin, printer; 

Like the cover of an old book, with its contents torn out. 

Lies here food for the worms, but the works shall not be lost. 

It will, as he believed, appear once more in a new elegant edition; 

Revised and corrected by its Author! ” 

In closing let me truly state; that the Word of God reveals, man is more than a creature 
of time, he is destined for eternity. Recognizing this I leave you with a final quote from 
Dr. Franklin, just as applicable today as when spoken; “Doth thou love life? Then do not 
squander time, for that is the stuff life is made of.”

Reverend Dr. Jaazaniah Crosby 
1780-1864 

Rev. Dr. Jaazaniah Crosby, the father of Sylvester S. Crosby, author of the monumental 
numismatic classic, “The Early Coins of America,” was born April 3rd 1780 in Hebron, 
New Hampshire. His place of birth was the wilderness with the exception of a small 
clearing near his father’s home. 

Jaazaniah worked on his father’s farm until his 18th birthday and during that period at¬ 
tended school for only one and one-half years. 

Determined to received an education, he began by walking 80 miles to Phillips Exeter 
Academy in Exeter, New Hampshire, and he payed all the expenses of his journey with 3 
and 9 pence equivalent to 62V2 cents today. After completing two years at Phillips Exeter 
Academy Jaazaniah entered Harvard College, graduating with the class of 1804. 

Following graduation he returned to Phillips Exeter Academy as a teacher for one year 
and became a theological student of Dr. Appleton; later distinguished president of 
Bowdoin College in Maine. 

Reverend Crosby was ordained pastor of a parish in Charlestown, N.H. in October of 

1810. The parish was Orthodox Congregationalist when Jaazaniah arrived; later announ¬ 
cing himself an a Unitarian with the people following without dissension, their church 
became known as the South Parish Unitarian Church of Charlestown, N.H. 

Rev. Crosby’s first wife, Anne Parker of Wolfeboro, N.H. whom he married in April of 

1811, died a year and a half later following the birth of their daughter Anne. In November 
of 1814 Rev. Crosby married Huldah Robinson Sage, daughter of the Rev. Sylvester Sage 
of Westminister, Vermont. The Crosby’s had ten children with many of them to become 
known in society and the business circles. 

The Reverend Crosby was know to be cheerful and a great lover of fun. He was called 
“The Bishop” by the younger clergymen. Few parishes had the good fortune to have such 
an admired and loved minister as the Reverand Crosby. “No man can say aught against 
Parson Crosby,” a remark which was often made by members of his parish to one another 
and strangers alike. 

“The Annals of Charlestown,” now preserved among the collections of The New Ham¬ 
pshire Historical Society was written by Rev. Crosby. In 1853 Harvard College paid a well 
deserved tribute to Jaazaniah for his long and faithful services by conferring on him the 
degree, Doctor of Divinity. 

One of the most cherished days for Rev. Dr. Jaazaniah Crosby was the occasion of his 
50th anniversary of ordination held in October of 1860 at Charlestown, N.H. His entire 
family and many friends attended. Many speeches, congratulations and reminiscence of 
many pleasant relations that Rev. Crosby and his ministry had had in Charlestown. (See 
July 1982 issue of NENA NEWS, page 5 for ordination photograph of the Crosby’s of 
Charlestown.

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Love 

Tokens

For most people, Valentine’s Day conjures up images of red hearts, delicate lace, 
cupids with their bows and arrows and boxes of candy bedecked with ribbons. For me, it’s 
a time to stop and take account of my many love tokens and the beautiful memories each 
evokes. 

Love tokens. To some hardened coin dealers, they’re just mutilated coins taking up 
space in junk boxes in dark corners of their shops. Shrewder dealers, realizing the 
monetary gains to be earned from the ever growing number of love token enthusiasts, 
prominently display their love tokens (especially the multiple jewelry pieces) along with 
their finest wares. 

Love tokens, for the uninitiated, were once regularly issued coins that were whizzed off 
on one side, and then inscribed with a lover’s message — for example, a name, initial or 
initials, a scene of lovebirds, sailboats, or flowers, or perhaps a very meaningful date. 

Love tokens supposedly began in England, and collectors were known to exist as early 
as the sixteenth century. They became especially popular with sailors who would leave a 
token behind with a waiting sweetheart. Among those sailors were several who misused 
these pieces, giving tokens to more than one giflfriend, perhaps one for every port and 
harbor. 

Valentine’s Day became popular in the United States around the time of the Civil War, 
and very soon thereafter engraved coins and fancy Valentines became the fashionable 
way to proclaim one’s love. During the Civil War period and peaking in the 1890s these in¬ 
dividually inscribed pieces enjoyed their greatest popularity in America. 

Some love tokens were very primitive pieces, poignantly scratched into the surface of a 
coin’s feature by a pin, nail, knife or awl by a lonesome sailor, a lovesick soldier, or even 
by someone in prison. These cruder pieces were called pin hole or punch work. The fan¬ 
ciest pieces were engraved by jewelers and sometimes enameled with as many as five 
colors of enamel. Lesser gems sparkled in settings, too, along with colored glass. 

The form the love tokens took depended on the ingenuity of the swain, and more impor¬ 
tantly, on the artistry of the hand engraver found at carnivals, country fairs, or the local 
jewelry store. Willis Hardy, a love, token collector from Texas, remembers buying a pun¬ 
ched out head of Liberty on a mercury dime pin at a country fair in the vicinity of Chicago 
about 1919, visiting the fair with his father. 

Mr. Hardy recollects, “My father, who was an avid penny collector at the time, thought 
he recognized the old man operating the concession. Sure enough, the operator was the 
same man who had operated a similar booth at the World’s Fair in Chicago in 1892. There 
he had engraved coin stick pins and brooches to individual order. The booth operator said 
that with advancing age he had to give up the engraving stunt and replace it with the pun¬ 
ched (standing out in relief) idea.” 

There are a goodly sum of love tokens dated 1876, presumably because it was our 
nation’s Centennial, and there were several engravers to meet lovers’ needs at the 
World’s Fair in new York. Originally, only one side of the coin was ground flat for 
engraving, but later came considerable double engraving, using both the obverse and the 
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reverse of the coin. Also prized were the costlier cut out pieces. Perhaps the ultimate love 
token, however, is one where initials are cut out of gold (often gold coins) and overlayed 
by the silver solder technique onto the smoothed out surface of the coin. Some of the ap¬ 
plied gold tokens had each of three initials made out of different colored gold and each of 
the initials were intertwined with the other initials in the same fashion as engraved 
initials. 

By no means limited to single pieces, clusters of these romantic tokens are often found 
together, as necklaces or bracelets. Although some love token bracelets, made of several 
tokens linked together may have been given by just one suitor, others were collected in a 
somewhat different way. Peter Barclay wrote in the April 1, 1964 issue of Coin World that 
girls of the Victorian Era were as avaricious as those of today and were more likely to be 
on the receiving end while giving as little as possible. Barclay reasons they collected as 
many love tokens as possible from as many beaux as they dared, without sacrifice of 
propriety or honor. 

Although love tokens were found on all types of coins, the most popular coin used for 
love tokens was the Seated Liberty dime, on which nearly 90 percent of all tokens are said 
to be found, primarily for two reasons — a dime was relatively cheap (compared to silver 
dollars or various denominations of gold pieces), and the relative ease in which silver 
could be engraved in comparison to the hardness of copper pennies or nickel pieces. 

In 1909, federal legislation decried the mutilation of coins as illegal. Too many coins 
were disappearing from circulation. Before long, love tokens began to fade from the 
scene. Perhaps they just went out style. Why give a cut-up dime to one’s favorite love 
when handsome silver lockets with room for pictures were now available and more 
desirable? The love token dime and the engraver craftsman were to go the way of the hor¬ 
se trough and buggy whip. 

Those times which have been called “The Gay 90s”, “The Gilded Age”, and “The 
Gaslight Era”, when all seemed right with the world, began fading too, ending with the 
opening of the twentieth century. 

By 1929 love tokens had become a legacy, just another way lovers of old had found to 
express their feelings. Thinking back over the past, surely most would agree with me that 
these pieces must be among the most meaningful and enduring ways of all to express 
love. To today’s love token fancier, however, they are much more than mutilated coins. 
To own a love token is to hold a key (and a very romantic one at that), to the past.

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Additional ANACS Staff Members 
Qualify as Authenticators 

Two more members of the ANACS staff have been qualified as full authenticators by vir¬ 
tue of successfully completing the intensive ANACS authenticator program. David M. Jones 
and Michael G. Fahey, both residents of Colorado Springs, have been full-time members of 
the ANACS staff while earning authenticator status. 

Dave Jones, a Pennsylvania native, majored in mathematics while earning a B.S. degree 
in secdndary education at Shippensburg State College in 1973. An avid coin collector since 
the age of twelve, Jones dealt with rare coins during the “boom years” before being 
employed in a Pennsylvania coin shop where he was exposed to the many opportunities of 
the numismatic profession. After attending a week-end counterfeit detection seminar con¬ 
ducted by the ANA, he applied for a position with ANACS. Since that time Jones has used his 
teaching skills in many ANA seminars, including summer seminars in Pennsylvania and 
Colorado Springs. Because of numismatic experience and knowledge, Jones was able to 
complete the two-year apprenticeship program in a one-year period. Personal interests in¬ 
clude Early American copper, colonial coinage, mint errors, repunched mint marks and 
dates, and doubled dies. Since joining ANACS, Jones has become skilled in photography and 
is currently responsible for the micro-photography work performed at ANACS. He expects 
to be more active in numismatic writing and teaching as part of authenticator duties as a 
member of the ANACS staff. 

Michael G. Fahey, an 18-year veteran of numismatics, is the latest member of the ANACS 
staff to be promoted to full authenticator status for his training and achievements at ANACS 
since January of 1981. 

Fahey’s initial contact with ANACS came during the 1980 ANA Summer Seminar in Col¬ 
orado Springs, where he was instructed by Ken Bressett, the recently appointed director of 
the ANA’s Certification Service. As a member of the Cincinnati Numismatic Association, 
Fahey was a volunteer worker at the 1980 ANA convention. Because of valuable background 
and cooperative spirit, Fahey was recruited for a position with ANACS. As part of duties 
with ANACS, Fahey has instructed several seminars in various sections of the country, in¬ 
cluding ANA annual and midwinter conventions. A published numismatic author, Fahey 
researched 1916-D dimes and 1922 cents for articles published in The Numismatist. He is 
currently, in conjunction with other members of the ANACS staff, continuing research as 
part of a study on mint marks styles and positions on a number of U.S. coins. 

Fahey believes that ANACS will continue to provide research experience that will be of 
value to the hobby in the years to come. He predicts a bright future for the numismatic pro¬ 
fessions and is looking forward to being part of such future.

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Young Numismatist Makes 
Perfect Examination Score 

Fourteen-year-old Gerard L. Burke of Brockton, Massachusetts, just completed the 
American Numismatic Association’s Intermediate Correspondence course with a perfect 
examination score of 100. Developed to provide an insight into virtually every aspect of 
numismatics, the course consists of 20 chapters written by some of the most respected 
authors in numismatics. 

Studying under the close quidance of course supervisor, Lawrence Gentile, Gerard 
completed the entire course and achieved a maximum grade in all exams. Robert and 
Cheryl Maisch, chief administrators of the course, termed his achievement as “truly out¬ 
standing.” Among the subjects covered by the young numismatist were: Numismatics as 
a Hobby, General U.S. Coins, U.S. Colonial Coinage and Paper Currency, Civil War 
Tokens, Medals, Medieval Coinage, Numismatic Exhibits and other course subjects. 

Since the introduction of the Intermediate Course in 1978, 1400 students have been 
enrolled and 600 have successfully completed the entire course. To date only a handful 
have achieved a maximum grade in all subject areas. Enrollment in the course is 
available for adult and junior ANA members and non-members. Enrollment fees are $15 
for ANA adult members, $20 for non-member adults, $11 for junior members and $13 for 
non-ANA juniors.

ANACS Upgrades Service 

Kenneth Bressett, newly appointed Director of the ANA’s Certification Service, has an¬ 
nounced several departmental changes designed to improve the quality, speed, and num¬ 
ber of services provided by ANACS. 

Most important to users is the new time schedule that will enable most coins to be 
processed and returned within approximately three weeks. Recently, the turn-around 
time had been as long as three months because of service disruptions due to the building 
expansion program at ANA headquarters in Colorado Springs. Recognizing that this 
created a hardship for coin owners using the ANA Certification Service, shortening the 
return time becam Bressett’s first priority as the new ANACS director. 

Also high on the priority list was a means of increasing consistency in the stated opinion 
of grade determination for each coin. This too, has now been vastly improved. Completion 
of the headquarters expansion program has eliminated problems caused by building con¬ 
struction; and refinement of ANACS procedures made possible by ANA Board action has 
paved the way for more clearly defined certificates. In addition, new procedures now 
require a minimum of four seasoned graders’ examinations before a “final” grade 
designation is established. 

The trainee program, which in the past functioned in conjunction with the ANA Cer¬ 
tification Service, is being revised to allow more efficient use of newer staff members 
along with the more experienced to fully utilize the talents of each individual. David 
Jones, a preliminary grader, has been certified as a final grader, and Rick Montgomery, 
a two-year trainee, has recently been certified as a full authenticator and grader. 

While the service has recently received most of its notoriety for the grading of coins, its 
main function is to detect and expose counterfeit numismatic items. New programs are 
now being implemented to further these objectives through research, articles, seminars 
and public training sessions. 

Another new ANACS activity soon to impact the numismatic community is Bressett’s 
determination to help writers and researchers by providing assistance in locating 
photographs, records, books and technical data. The extensive ANA library, the 
Association’s museum, its photo file and equipment, especially the amazing Scanning 
Electron Microscope, will all be available for use by the serious researcher. Nominal 
charges will be made to cover the cost of time and materials for these exciting new ser¬ 
vices.

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Summer National 
Collectibles 
Exposition 
Held in Boston

The Summer National Collectibles Exposition was held on Friday and Saturday, August 
14 and 15, at the Boston, MA, Plaza Castle. Over 110 exhibitors displayed a wide variety of 
collectibles, including tokens, medals, political Americana, large quantities of antique 
advertising and paper Americana. Other areas included posters, baseball cards, slot 
machines, post cards, prints, trade cards and World’s Fair material. 

A long line of avid collectors formed early on Saturday, with well over 1400 people atten¬ 
ding both days. Collectors came from all over the U.S., including California, Washington, 
Iowa, Illinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, Florida, and other states closer to the Expo. There was 
literally something for everyone, with the large booths filled to overflowing with collec¬ 
tibles. 

One of the main features of the two-day show was the five public auctions. Saturday 
started off with a 3 P.M. sale by Kurt Krueger of Iola, WI, featuring tokens and medals. A 
rare Civil War Token of Wisconsin sold for $3300. Two sales were scheduled for 5:30 P.M., 
that of Rich Hartzog, World Exonumia, Joe Lepczyk, of Lansing, MI. Hartzog, of Rockford,’ 
IL, featured choice tokens and medals of the world, in a 450 lot sale. Lepczyk offered 
enameled coins, rare pocket watches, and a fine selection of numismatic books The last 
sale of the evening was by Paul Cunningham, of Tecumseh, MI. He also offered tokens and 
medals with a rare Michigan token realizing $3200. 

The day after the show closed, Johnson and Jensen of Danbury, CT presented a large auc¬ 
tion of U.S. and World medals. The five sales were all successful, with numerous floor bid¬ 
ders competing for the scarce material offered. 

The many Expo exhibitors reported sales brisk, with the crowd heavy on early Saturday, 
and remaining steady throughout the two days. Sales were generally excellent, with 
customers seeking, and usually locating, specific items. The wide variety of exhibitors in- 
sured all customers of locating needed collectibles. Some of the exhibitors attending includ¬ 
ed: Christenson & Stone, CA (post cards); Dick Hanscom of Alaska (tokens); Bowers & 
CA (tokens); Wm. Crowl, FL (World’s Fair); Dr. Klein, AZ (military); Richard 
Gladdle, London, England (paper); Joe Lehman, DE (posters); George LaBarre NH 
(stock certificates); Steven Betts, CA (medals); and Rich Crosby, PA (exonumia). Unfor¬ 
tunately, the above list does not include all exhibitors, and only hints at the large quantity of 
various items carefully displayed by the 112 exhibitors. A wide variety of collecting topics 
were covered, with something for all collectors, no matter how diverse their interests. 

The Expo was held the weekend prior to the annual American Numismatic Association 
Convention, which contributed to its success. The Summer Expo will move around the coun¬ 
try with the ANA Convention, being held in San Diego in 1983. The fourth Annual Spring Na¬ 
tional Collectibles Exposition will be held again in Chicago, on March 19 and 20 1983 A new

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ANA Bows To Inflation 

After holding the line on membership dues a full four years, the American Numismatic 
Association board of governors reluctantly approved increases at its recent Boston con¬ 
vention meeting. Having approved an austerity budget, the dues increase was made as 
one means of alleviating the $300,000 deficit. No changes were made in the fees for in¬ 
dividual and club life memberships from the current $350 and $1,000, respectively. 

The following schedule of dues becomes effective January 1,1983. Current members may 
pay their 1983 dues at the old 1982 rates if remitted prior to the end of this year.

Silver Dollar Grading Discussed 

Dean Tavenner and Harlan White, representatives of the newly formed National Silver 
Dollar Dealer Roundtable, were recent visitors in Colorado Springs with the authentication 
staff of the American Numismatic Association Certification Service (ANACS). They 
discussed their views, as well as those of their colleagues, on grading of silver dollars as it 
relates to dealers, collectors and investors. 

Ken Bressett, Director of ANACS, noted that this was another positive step in his continu¬ 
ing policy of trying to resolve grading controversies within the hobby. Bressett sees future 
discussions between ANACS and professional numismatists as one key to establishing 
greater collector confidence in grading. 

A very positive move resulting from the conference was a pledge by Dean Tavenner, Vice 
President of the Roundtable, to assist ANACS in assembling a set of silver dollars represen¬ 
ting each standard grade from MS-60 through MS-67. This would establish a consistent 
measurement to be used as a visual guide not subject to variation or subjective interpreta¬ 
tion. 

Commonly used grading criteria of luster, bagmarking and strike were stressed as areas 
that need to be more explicitly defined visually and verbally. For example, some contend 
that weakly struck coins should not be graded equal to those well struck, all other factors be¬ 
ing identical. 

Joseph Buzanowski, President of the Roundtable, and Bressett are planning a meeting for 
progress reports at the January 5-8 F.U.N. convention in Orlando. Formal organization of 
the new Roundtable will be made at that time also. 
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United States Two Dollar Bill 


One of the numerous ways the United States celebrated its bicentennial in 1976 was by 
the issuance of a new two-dollar bill, the first new design for this denomination since 1965. 
The reverse of this note carries a reproduction of the well-known John Trumbull painting 
The Declaration of Independence, July 4, 1776, at Philadelphia. The original of this pain¬ 
ting is housed in the Yale University Art Gallery, however, most people are familiar with 
the enlarged replica which is on the wall of the Rotunda of the Capitol Building in 
Washington, D.C. 6 

Out of the five physicians who signed the Declaration of Independence, three of them - 
Rush, Wolcott and Bartlett — are shown in Trumbull’s painting. On the two-dollar bill, 
some cropping was done and the result was the disappearance of Bartlett from the note.

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History In The Making 
On A One Dollar Bill 

You carry many dollar bills in your pocket everyday and you may spend a dollar every 
day. Yet have you ever wondered about the Great Seal of the United States and what the 
strange symbol on it represents? 

The Latin inscription just below the pyramid translates as “a new order of the ages,” 
signifying the dawning of a great new era. 

The Roman numerals on the pyramid base identify the year 1776 when the Declaration of 
Independence was adopted. The thirteen layers of the pyramid represent the original thir¬ 
teen states. 

The Pyramid was chosen for the design because it represents strength and permanence. 
It was left unfinished in the expectation that more states would join the union. 

The eye of Providence about the pyramid symbolizes an all-seeing deity keeping protec¬ 
tive watch over the union. 

The Latin words “annuit coeptis” translate to “He (God) has favored our undertakings.” 
The Great Seal of the United States was designed by Charles Thomson and on June 20th, 
1982 marked the 200th anniversary of the Great Seal. 

At our last Nena Convention there was a nice exhibit" of the small currency showing the 
history in the making on a one dollar bill. It was an exhibit for the children to see and study.

The 1982 Hong Kong $1,000 Gold Coin in 22 karat gold in proof or b.u. condition, celebrating 
the Chinese Lunar Year of the Dog. 

Commenting on the decision to extend the off-sale date, the Mint’s Assistant Director of 
Marketing for North America, Mr. Mike Mansley said, “Over the past few years we have 
had an increasing demand for coins during the holiday season. People feel that in buying 
coins they get the best of both worlds—a pleasing gift with an inherent value, so we decided 
an extension was called for at this time.”

Unfortunately, it 
seems that in the last few years attendance has dwindled, to the point where it becomes a 
chore for the organizers and an embarrassment to the eminently qualified speakers. 

Looking over the records, I can find no fault with those who worked hard to set up these 
functions. Neither can I blame the speakers who worked even harder to do their job. Since I 
cannot believe that our numismatists disdain education, I must conclude that the method of 
presentation needs to be updated. 

In an effort to maintain the high level of educational values that NENA has always tried 
for. and present them in a way hopefully palatable to our modern numismatists, we will try 
a method that was instantly successful for the American Numismatic Association. For 
those who attended the ANA’s Convention in Boston last summer, you may remember the 
‘Little Theater.” This was a presentation approximately every hour, a short dissertation by 
a qualified numismatist on a specialized subject. We will attempt this, on a smaller scale, at 
the NENA Conference this fall. Instead of a single Forum, we will present small doses of 
(hopefully ) tempting topics for our members and guests. In the plans so far are seminars on 
coin photography, exhibit preparation, grading, care and handling of coins, and lectures on 
paper money and exonumia. To be sure, these plans may change until we feel we have a 
workable schedule, but I think you have the idea. 

I would appreciate some feedback on this topic: perhaps some criticism; perhaps some 
fresh ideas. In any case, we hope to continue to provide what we came here for: numismatic 
education, in a form that will appeal to many more of you.

Why is numismatics continually up and coming? Because occasionally numismatists 
have the good fortune to locate and obtain what they consider to be unusual numismatic 
prizes, such as these “Tokens of Love.”

The illustration is provided to acquaint the reader and numismatist with these possioiy 
unique items. 

The three wedding bands with eyelets attached appear to have been on a man’s pocket 
watch chain. Inserted in the silver band is an Abraham Lincoln Civil War token. In my per¬ 
sonal examination, I found this token to be struck in silver and exhibiting proof like sur¬ 
faces. (See Fuld’s Civil War Tokens, 1960 Whitman Publishers.) Fuld obverse 129 or 130 and 
reverse 349. Rarity 9. 2 to 4 known. 

Most impressive are the two gold wedding bands; inserted in each band and protected by 
the glass are mint struck violet toned proof like medalets of Andrew Jackson who appears 
on both obverses. One of the medalets is listed in (Doyle DeWitt’s “A Century of Campaign 
Buttons 1789-1889”), this 18 millimeter silver mint struck medalet is Andrew Jackson 1832-4. 
It is an original of 1833, not the restrike of October 1861. The name Bernard G. Farrell is 
engraved around the outside of this band and is dated July 1st 1860. 

A civilian bust of George Washington is on the reverse of this mint struck 18 millimeter 
silver medalet inserted in the second gold wedding band. The engravers initials Anthony 
Paquet, appear at the bottom of the bust of the right shoulder. This reverse is the same as 
the obverse of mint cabinet medalet *602 which is listed on page 241 of the 1972 revised 
edition, (Medals of the United States Mint) issued for public sale. 

Is this non contemporary political medalet an unknown pattern? Possibly an unlisted 
mint issue? It seems logical that if this mint medalet was known by Alfred Saturlee it would 
certainly have been listed by Doyle DeWitt in the non contemporary political section beginn¬ 
ing on page 406. 

Now having read this account, have you ever seen any mounted medalets and or similar 
to them? Could they be considered the forerunners to American love tokens?

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Small and Large Date 1982 Cents 

Seven different varieties of BU 1982 Cents have thus far been discovered. We have not yet 
heard of a Small Date 1982 Denver Copper, and we doubt if any were made. Rumor has it 
that copper coinage was completely halted at the Denver Mint before the small date dies 
were introduced and that production then began on the zinc cents on October 21, 1982. 
Therefore bags dated before October 21, 1982 have’to be copper. 



An interesting numismatic revelation of 1982 is the discovery of seven varieties of B.U. 
U.S. cents. 

It is believed that the scarcest of the seven varieties is the 1982-D zinc large date. To date 
there are no known examples of a small date 1982-D copper cent. 

The varieties are characterized by the following descriptions: 

Variety 1 cents show softened detail, lettering and date. The motto is close to 
the rim. Top and bottom of the figure 8 in the date are equal in size. 

Variety 2 cents show sharp detail on all elements. There are more lines in the 
hair and coat. The top loop of the figure 8 in the date is smaller than the bottom 
loop. 

The cents identified as 1982-P in the photos above have no mint mark and were struck at 
the Philadelphia Mint, West Point facility and at San Francisco. The 1982-D cents were 
struck at the Denver Mint. 

The seven varieties may be identified as follows: 

(1) 1982 - Variety 1 - Large Date, Bronze 

(2) 1982 - Variety 2 - Small Date, Bronze 

(3) 1982 - Variety 1 - Large Date, Copper plated zinc 

(4) 1982 - Variety 2 - Small Date, Copper plated zinc 

(5) 1982D - Variety 1 - Large Date, Bronze 

NOTE: 1982D - Variety 2 - Small Date, Bronze—None officially struck 

(6) 1982D - Variety 1 - Large Date, Copper plated zinc 

(7) 1982D - Variety 2 - Small Date, Copper plated zinc 

Circulation finds of all seven B.U. varieties is virtually impossible for most collectors. 
Trade publications carry advertisements of these varieties by a number of dealers. 
Noteworthy among these is Forman Enterprises, Ltd., P.O. Box 5756, Philadelphia, PA 
19120 which is offering a comparison set of all seven varieties in an envelope for $3.50. 
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C.N.A. Announces 
New Exhibit Handbook 

The Canadian Numismatic Association is pleased to announce the completion of a hand¬ 
book titled “Exhibits and Judging in Numismatics.'' 

This 54 page booklet provides a comprehensive study on the design and set-up of 
numismatic displays, exhibit research, originality, photography and judging organization. 
Special chapters are also featured on the duties of an Exhibit Chairman, responsibilities of 
the Head Judge and the rationale of the current C.N.A. Judging system. 

In short, this booklet is the only available source at present which summarizes basically 
everything one needs to know in planning a numismatic display. Four pages are devoted to 
actual display case layouts. 

Paul Johnson, C.N.A. Ontario Director and member of the Education Committee, and Ted 
Banning, Coin Columist of the Toronto Globe and Mail newspaper, edited the material while 
Johnson served as Co-ordinator of the project. Fifteen top experts in the field of exhibiting 
and judging contributed in-depth papers towards the success of this booklet. 

Other contributing writers besides Banning and Johnson include the following in¬ 
dividuals: David Block, Gainesville, Florida; Bruce R. Brace, Ancaster, Ontario; James 
Brandt, Pearl River, New York; Stanley Clute, High River, Alberta; John Greenslet, 
Reisterstown, Maryland; Ray Gregory, Cookstown, Ontario; Mark Mogen, Calgary, Alber¬ 
ta; Robert Porter, Rexdale, Ontario; Edwin Quagliana, Malvern, Pennsylvania; John 
Regitko, Toronto, Ontario; and Stephen R. Taylor, Dover, Delaware. 

This project is in keeping with C.N.A. emphasis and desire toward numismatic education. 
Exhibits are often, and usually should be the highlight of any numismatic convention. The 
prime reasons for exhibiting are: to show your numismatic material; to develop research 
skills; to expand your creative imagination and to learn more about your own collecting in¬ 
terests. Exhibiting can be viewed similarly to writing; that of communicating your 
research to other interested individuals. Furthermore, this gives the collector an outlet for 
taking pride in his numismatic collection by showing it in an organized manner to fellow 
hobbyists.

ANA Tucson Convention Souvenir Card 

In keeping with its practice of having the American Bank Note Company produce 
souvenir cards related to the locale of the event, the Tucson card features a $1 note of Lord 
and Williams issued when Tucson was in the Arizona Territory. 

Immigrants to the newly formed Territory, Dr. Charles H. Lord and W. W. Williams 
organized a merchandising firm in 1867 and opened the first bank in Arizona Territory in 
1875. It is known that several denominations of bank notes, “Lord & Williams (not the mer¬ 
chandising firm) Will pay Bearer at Sight," were issued during the bank's first four years. 
It is not certain that any others were issued between 1879 and the bank’s failure in 1881. 

The Indian with a long bow and a quiver of arrows may be found on quite a few bank notes 
and checks of the era. Some are printed from engraved plates, such as the one on the left end 
of the card, while others, less sharp and not so distinct, are from lithographic stones. 

This card is about 8 1 2 x 10 1 2 inches in size and has a tint to give it a pleasing two-color ef¬ 
fect. It will be available at the February 24 - 27 Tucson convention ANA table at $4 each in 
quantities up to ten.

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Athletes and Purchases Are 
Both Olympic Coin Winners 

“Purchases of United States Olympic coins are gold and silver winners just like our Olym¬ 
pic athletes will be in the 1984 Olympic Games,” said Chairman Frank Annunzio (D-Ill.) of 
the House Consumer Affairs and Coinage Subcommittee. “The hundreds of thousands of 
Americans who ordered United States Olympic coins through January 25 are financial win¬ 
ners, since the price for the coins has been increased by more than 16 percent.” 

The United States is currently selling two silver dollars, one to be issued this year and one 
in 1984, and a gold coin in 1984 to help raise money to train Olympic athletes and stage and 
promote the 1984 Los Angeles Summer Olympic Games. The silver coins are the first 90 per¬ 
cent silver dollars issued since 1935, and the gold coin will be the first United States gold coin 
of any type since 1933. 

“The purchase of Olympic coins is an investment in the future of our Olympic teams. The 
more silver and gold Olympic coins Americans buy, the more silver and gold Olympic 
medals our athletes will have a chance to win. These coins are more than just a good invest¬ 
ment in our Olympic teams. Recent price hikes for these coins announced by the Mint show 
they may well be a good investment for the purchasers as well,” said Annunzio. 

After an initial order period from October 15, 1982 to January 25, 1983, the United States 
Mint announced across-the-board price increases for the coins. The price of the 1983 silver 
dollar was increased 16 percent from $24.95 to $29, the price of a set of both silver dollars was 
increased 21 percent from $48 to $58, and the price of a complete set of the two silver dollars 
and the gold coin was increased 16 percent from $352 to $410. In addition, purchasers must 
now pay postage and handling costs of $2 for the first set ordered and $1 for each additional 
set. The new prices are effective through April 5, 1983. 

“The early purchasers have now seen the value of their orders increase dramatically. 
With the Mint due to begin striking the first silver dollars on February 10, those purchasers 
will have the coins in hand very soon and will see the tangible benefit of their timely decision 
to order without waiting. 

“In finance, as well as athletics, ‘the race goes to the swiftest.’ Those people who were 
quick enough to seize upon the opportunity to order Olympic coins when they were first of¬ 
fered are now dollars ahead of those who hesitated. I hope that the millions of Americans 
who want to help our Olympic athletes are not late in getting out of the starting blocks dur¬ 
ing this second order period. If they do not respond to this second starting gun, they may 
find themselves yet further behind should prices increase on April 5. 

“If all Olympic coins are sold, we will raise $600 million for Olympic athletes and the 1984 
Los Angeles Olympic Games. The coins are good for our Olympic athletes and it appears 
that they are also good for the purchasers. Let’s have all Americans get on the Olympic coin 
team so that we can all be winners,” said Annunzio.

More information on these seminars will be forthcoming, as the program is 
solidified. 
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Royal Mint Strikes One Gold Proof Crown 

The British Royal Mint has announced that it has been authorized by the Falkland Islands 
Legislative Council to strike a limited number of Commemorative Crowns in gold and silver 
proof and in cupro-nickel brilliant uncirculated condition, in celebration of the one hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary of the Falkland Islands as a British Crown Colony. The decision to 
limit the gold proof issue to 150 with only 30 coins initially available to North American Col- 
lectors^ adds a special air of excitement to this historic new issue. 

All three coins share the same design features. The 22 karat gold proof coins have a 
weight of 47.54 grams while the sterling silver proof (limited minting of only 10,000) and the 
b.u. in cupro-nickel (limit 50,000) each weigh 28.28 grams. The common diameter of the 
coins is 38.61mm. The relief designs of the proof coins are struck in frosted finish providing a 
vivid contrast to the superb mirror-like finish of the background. The coins will be legal 
tender in the Falkland Islands. 

The obverse bears the Arnold Machin portrait of Her Majesty Queen Elizabet II, common 
to all Falkland Island coins, with the value 50 pence at its base. The reverse design, modeled 
by Royal Mint engraver Robert Elderton, depicts “H.M.S. Desire,” together with the in¬ 
scription, “Falkland Islands 1833-1983.” It was aboard the “Desire” that Captain John 
Davis made the first recorded sighting of the Islands on August 14, 1592. The ship was 
caught in a storm and chanced upon “certain isles never before discovered by any known 
relation.” Davis never landed. It was nearly 100 years before another Englishman, Captain 
Strong, did so in January 1690 naming the islands after treasurer of the Royal Navy, Vis¬ 
count Falkland. However, it is the “Desire” that is remembered and featured in both the 
Falkland Islands’ Coat of Arms and the Colony’s flag. 

The Falkland Islands’ past is full of colorful history, as country after country used the 
islands as a base from which to operate their whaling ships. Of particular interest to 
numismatists is the fact that of all the currency which found its way to the Falklands, it was 
Britain’s large Silver Crown that enjoyed special popularity. Indeed, The Times reported 
that about 2,000 pounds in Crowns were sent each yeare to the islands where, “the whalers, 
English, Germans, Swedes and Americans, assemble to pass the winter in harbour and 
among them the only acceptable currency is the English five-shilling piece ' British coins 
continued to dominate the Falkland’s currency, but it was not until as late as 1974 that the 
islands adopted a currency of their own, choosing the same decimal system as the United 
Kingdom; 100 pence = one pound. 

The proof coins struck to commemorate this important anniversary are displayed in a 
protective acrylic capsule and presented in an attractive presentation case, while the b.u. 
coins have been specially packed in an informative and colorful presentation wallet.

The June 12th meeting of the NENA Board of Directors at the Boston Park Plaza Hotel 
was called to order at 1:34 p.m. by James Rolston, Chairman of the Board, who then turned 
the meeting over to Jeff Trevas. Those preent were Eliott Goldberg, John Mullen, Jeff 
Trevas, Sally Kirka, Frank Shaw, George Gelormino, James Clapp, Paul White, James 
Rolston, Larry Gentile, and Mary Mullen. The secretary’s and treasurer's reports were 
read. Eliott Goldberg read two pieces of.correspondence; one a letter sent to the West Spr¬ 
ingfield Coin Club in answer to their inquiry about hosting a future NENA Conference — 
there had been no reply; the second was a letter of complaint from a member/dealer pro¬ 
testing the November date for the NENA Conference and conflicts with other organizations.

The Certification Service of the American Numismatic Association announces a new aid 
to collectors in detecting most of the known counterfeit and altered coins that menace the 
collector. The easy-to-use and handy guide will be released during the ANA San Diego con¬ 
vention, August 16-20, and will be available by mail thereafter. 

The 160-page, soft cover publication, entitled “Counterfeit Detection, a Reprint from The 
Numismatist,” is a compilation of related articles published in the official ANA monthly 
magazine from 1977 through 1982. Where necessary they have been updated and edited for 
clarification. The articles have been arranged for ease in locating the coin in question and 
original illustrations have been retained. 

Not intended to be a complete text book on numismatic counterfeit detection, rather this 
volume is a handy guide to those pieces, both counterfeit and genuine, that are of the 
greatest concern to collectors. The spotting of just one phony coin could save many times 
the cost, $7.50 postpaid, of the book.

Treasury’s Billion Dollar Display in San Diego 

Again the United States Treasury Department will favor the American Numismatic 
Association by showing its billion dollar exhibit of paper money at the San Diego annual con¬ 
vention August 16-20. The Bureau of Engraving and Printing will be represented by Assis¬ 
tant Superintendent Seymour Baratt of the Currency Processing Division and Ms. An- 
tionette E. Thornton, Printing Specialist of the Production Management Staff. 

The display will consist of a variety of uncut sheets of several types of paper money, in¬ 
cluding the discontinued “saddle-blanket” notes and the current small size notes. One eye 
opener will be a 12-subject sheet of $100,000 gold certificates, series of 1934. Others will be 
4-subject sheets of large size silver certificates, series of 1899 and 1923. 

A souvenir card featuring the reverse of the 1915 Federal Reserve bank note, printed in 
green, will be available at the Bureau table for $4.00. A first-time offering will be sheets of 
four regular issue Federal Reserve notes in $1 and $2 denominations, each block of four 
framed in a colorful folder, at $5.50 for the ones and $11.00 for the twos. 

The Bureau’s booth has been a popular attraction at past conventions and the Association 
appreciates this participation by the Department of the Treasury at San Diego ’83.

Federal Trade Commission 



Consumers’ Cash 
for Counterfeits OK 


“The Federal Trade Commission (FTC) has decided to take no action against a firm that 
sold consumers ‘silver Krugerrands’ that the Secret Service has determined to be 
counterfeit,” charged Chairman Frank Annunzio (D-Ill.) of the House Consumer Affairs 
and Coinage Subcommittee today. 

In March the International Mint, a private firm, advertised nationwide, offering to sell a 
silver Krugerrand. The “coins” were virtually identical in design to authentic South African 
Krugerrands but were unauthorized by South Africa. In June the Secret Service, citing the 
counterfeiting laws, confiscated from the International Mint 675 silver Krugerrands and the 
dies used to manufacture them. The firm, located outside Philadelphia, had been the target 
of five Postal Service complaints for previous coin related schemes. Because the firm ac¬ 
cepted no mail orders for the silver Krugerrands, the Postal Service could not take action. 

“I brought this matter to the attention of the FTC and pointed out that besides being seized 
as counterfeit, the coins likely violated the Hobby Protection Act by not being stamped 
‘copy.’ I urged the FTC to use its powers under that Act and the Federal Trade Commission 
Act to seek redress for consumers who purchased these coins,” said Annunzio. 

“Paul W. Turley, Director of the Los Angeles Regional Office, has now written to me 
agreeing that the coins appear to violate the Hobby Protection Act, and he concedes that the 
Commission has the power to seek consumer redress. He claims, however, that ‘the period 
of time ... to move a matter ... is measured in years’ and that in addition, in order to get 
consumer redress, the Commission would have to prove that the sale of counterfeit coins 
was fraudulent and dishonest. 

“These are the excuses of an agency that has abandoned enforcement of the laws en¬ 
trusted to it. How the sale of counterfeit coins to unwitting consumers is not fraudulent and 
dishonest is incomprehensible to me. If it ‘takes years’ to come to a final decision that the 
sale of counterfeit coins requires consumer redress, then the Commission ought to overhaul 
its procedures. 

“Consumer advocates have criticized the current Commission for its ‘do nothing’ at¬ 
titude. The response of FTC Chairman James C. Miller to his critics has been that the Com¬ 
mission should only take up cases in which the violations are relatively clear cut. I think the 
sale to unsuspecting consumers of coins seized as counterfeits is about as clear as you can 
make it, and I fear that the decision not to pursue the matter sends an unmistakable signal 
to dishonest merchants that the days of ‘buyer beware’ have returned with a vengeance,” 
concluded Annunzio.

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San Francisco Banking House 
Note on Souvenir Card 


For its August 16-20 annual convention in San Diego the American Numismatic Associa¬ 
tion will release a bank note souvenir card featuring a $100 note of a San Francisco pre-Civil 
War banking house. The card was produced by the American Bank Note Company as an in¬ 
taglio replica from an original engraved plate. 

Banking in the West had not been advanced prior to the Civil war to the extent that the 
East enjoyed and specie was used largely in day-to-day business. Banking houses, often 
related to large commercial concerns, did operate in some cities but with very little or no 
regulation. 

One Felix Argenti, an Italian immigrant, made a name for himself as a financial writer in 
New York City before moving to California in 1849. Shortly thereafter he opened the Bank¬ 
ing House of F. Argenti & Co. that issued notes, payable on demand “in specie,” in 
denominations of $50, $100, $500 and $1000. Obviously he was not attempting to supply a 
medium of exchange for use in the corner general store or in the waterfront saloons. 

His “bank” failed in 1855 and, after another short-lived venture, Argenti faded into 
obscurity until his death occurred in 1861. He seems to have been a talented writer but hard¬ 
ly an astute business man.

ANA 1983 Convention Medals 

The ANA 92nd Anniversary convention medals and name badges depict familiar land¬ 
marks of the San Diego area, the designer is William T. Fell, a past president of Ocean¬ 
side/Carlsbad Coin Club, a member of the San Diego County Inter-Club Numismatic Coun¬ 
cil, convention host. Award-winning sculptress Barbara Hyde executed the models and the 
Medallic Art Company struck the medals. 

Resembling the reverse of the San Diego-California-Pacific Exposition half dollar, the 
medal’s obverse features the California Tower and the State Building that were erected for 
the 1935 exposition. Around the design is the inscription “American Numismatic Associa¬ 
tion — 92nd Anniversary Convention.” 

The San Diego-Coronado Bridge, with an aircraft carrier beneath, is depicted on the 
reverse with “San Diego County Inter-Club Numismatic Council — 1983” around the rim. 

The bronze piece, lV 4 -inch size, suspended by a ribbon from a name-card holder, will be 
available at the August 16-20 convention for $6.75. A bronze and a fine silver medal set, in the 
same size, will be $35.00. A 2 1 / 4 -inch bronze medal will be $20.00. Those who wish to order the 
three versions from ANA headquarters after the convention should remit these prices plus 
$1.00 for mailing the badge, $3.00 for the two piece medal set and $2.50 for the larger bronze 
medal.

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A Genuine Note on ANA Souvenir Card 

In observance of the opening of the Arthur Braddan Code Oriental Library in its Colorado 
Springs headquarters, July 10, the American Numismatic Association has produced an 
unusual souvenir banknote card. The genuine Chinese bank note on the card was issued by 
the Central Bank of China in 1930 and until 1948. 

The note bears a portrait of Sun Yat-sen, founder of the Republic of China, below which is 
an elaborate flower design with the value letters overprinted. The notes were not intended 
for circulation but to facilitate customs payments and were known as customs gold units 
(CGU) with a value of U.S. $0.40 per unit. The note used on this card is a ten-unit value as 
stated on its four corners. 

The Rev. Arthur B. Coole (pronounced “Cool”) died in 1978 at age 78 after having spent 
nearly a third of a century in China, for 18 years a Methodist Missionary. He studied Chinese 
history and numismatics and amassed an imposing library of over 1500 books, most of them 
in the Chinese language and published in the traditional Chinese manner. 

The library, reputed to be the finest in the Western World, was acquired by ANA several 
years ago but remained in storage until adequate space could be provided in the enlarged 
headquarters building. The formal dedication will take place Sunday evening, July 10, with 
Rose Chan Houston, Associate Curator of Far Eastern Coins at the American Numismatic 
Society, as guest speaker. Following her talk in Packard Hall of The Colorado College at 
7:00 p.m., ANA will hold open house and viewing of the Coole Library in its headquarters.

Popular ANA Souvenir Cards Still Available 

Souvenir cards were first introduced to numismatists in 1969 when the Bureau of Engraving and Printing produced a 
note marking the American Numismatic Association convention in Philadelphia. Since that time, sourvenir cards have 
become a specialty field of their own. Collectors have formed their own tangent association and a journal is published 
keeping collectors informed of new issues. 

In 1979, the BEP temporarily halted the production of souvenir cards and the American Numismatic Association turned 
to the American Bank Note Company to prepare one to mark its 88th anniversary convention in St. Louis, Missouri. Since 
that time the ANA has published ten different cards for various events. Most issues have a limited production of 10,000 
cards. The only exceptions are the very first issue with 20,000 produced, the “Swap Ten" card produced to raise funds for 
the ANA building Addition Program - 5,000 made, and the Arthur Braddan Coole Library Dedication, of which only 500 
cards were produced. 

Of the ten issues by the ANA, nine are still available at ANA headquarters. The 1981 midwinter convention issue, featur¬ 
ing a $5 silver certificate issued by the Republic of Hawaii in 1894, is completely sold out. No additional copies will be made.

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“Connecticut Yankee” 
A Proud Handle 


The Dutch who settled New York bore no love for the English who took up residence in 
Connecticut and the other New England colonies. To them their Connecticut neighbors were 
“Johnnies” or “Jankies” and it made no difference what position a man held, that was the 
nickname they gave him, and not without a smirk. To folk of Germanic background and 
language, the letter “J” has always been a bugbear, and it was not long before “Jank” 
became “Yankee” and such it has remained for more than three hundred years. The name 
stuck, and wherever he went beyond the borders of his native region, the ludricous connota¬ 
tion was hurled in his direction. The story spread so rapidly beyond New England’s borders 
that any itinerant peddler or painter or clock-maker who took to the road was called a 
“Yankee” often preceded by one or several epithets—sometimes profane—depending on 
how sharp a bargain he struck. Similarly, the itinerant craftsman from Connecticut, of 
whatever calling, who chanced to ride a horse had been dubbed “Yankee Doodle” by a 
young British doctor, in 1756, at the beginning of the French and Indian War. W. Storrs Lee 
has told the story in The Yankees of Connecticut: “In 1756 a straggling squad of Connecticut 
Yankees on sorry looking nags rode up to General Abercrombie’s headquarters at Fort 
Crailo, across the Hudson from Albany, to report for volunteer duty against the French and 
Indians. Proudly led from Norwalk by Captain Thomas Fitch, son of Connecticut’s gover¬ 
nor, they were as unmilitary-looking a group as ever went forth to do battle. The troops of 
this overseas British base were all spit, polish, and splendor, and nothing was more in¬ 
congruous than to have them supplemented by bedraggled colonials lacking so much as a 
frill of lace, a bright button, or the imitation of a uniform. The boys from Connecticut came 
in whatever they had been wearing on the farm—the only distinguishing feature of their 
habiliment a turkey feather, which wives and first loves had stuck in their hats as they left 
Norwalk. 

‘Dandies! Popinjays!’ called the fine Britishers in derision as they gathered around the 
newcomers . . . ‘stab my vitals, they’re macaronis.’ 

Provincials from Massachusetts and Rhode Island joined in the fun ‘Dudes! Jackanapes! 
Macaronis!’ (a condescending term used to describe a dandy in the 18th century.) 

The Connecticut lads enjoyed the attention they attracted almost as much as Abercrom¬ 
bie’s men enjoyed the badinage. Then as his contribution to the drollery, a bright young doc¬ 
tor spontaneously sang out the jingle to the familiar folk tune of ‘Lucy Locket Lost Her 
Pocket’: 


Yankee Doodle came to town 
Riding on a pony. 

Stuck a feather in his hat 
And called it macaroni. 

It caught on as no other ditty in American history before or after ever caught on. It lasted 
through the French and Indian War. It was adopted as the rallying song for fife and drum 
Corps of the Revolution. The Blue marched to it in the Civil War. World Wars I and II car¬ 
ried it around the globe. The nonsense song, originally intended as a jest at a dozen gawky 
farm boys, became a national classic. It helped to disperse the tradition of Yankeeism 
across the northern half of the country and make ‘Yankee’ synonomous with ‘American.’ In 
times of stress, it even helped keep the United States united.”
